WHO ARE A 


GANG OF ORGANIZED ROBBERS 


——— 


They Have Raided the Money Institutions of Over a Dozen 
Towns in the Middle West With Success. 


KILLED THE SHERIFF WHILE WORKING.THEIR FIRST JOB, 





They Are All Handy With Their Weapons and Generally. Put up a Good Fight in 
the Town Which They Are Looting. 





For the past two qnd a half months a most remark- 
nble-onginet Denk gobberies has occurredin the Mid- 
dle West 

Thirteen banks and one private safe trom Ohio to 
Missouri and ‘Tennessee, have been looted and the rob- 
bers have carried off upward of a hundred thousand 
dollars. 

It is now believed thatall these depredations are the 
work of one gaug of criminals. 

What has been most extraordinary about this series 
of crimes is the peculiak method employed by the rob- 
bers. In almost every instance they have “held up” a 
whole town. In every case the towns were small, of 
300 to 700 inhabitants, where robbers could hope to 
successfully fightall the men citizens. Nearly always 
the robbers used railroad hand cars to escape. 

Instead of the stealthy way in which most bank rob- 
bers go about their work, these men show no fear of 
being seen or heard, 

They seem to take a zest in fighting their way openly 
aud defivutly in true Jesse James style. 

The town of Bronanugh, Missouri, was the scene of 
the first spectacular operation of this gang, ou October 
19 last. 

Armed with rifles, the robbers fought a pitched battle 
with the whole town of 300 people. They leit Sheriff 
Moran deadon his own porch and carried off all the 
money in Brubaker’s Bank, 

It was a performance unsurpassed 
Western hold-ups, 

Sheriff Moran heard an explosion in the bank about 
1 o'clock one Friday morning. He dressed, summoned 
several of his friends and went to fovestigate. Ashe 
stepped out on his own front porch a scout of the rob- 
bersstanding on the sidewalk immediately fired a 
Winchester athim. Moran sank to the fluor witha 
groan, his feet propping opeu the door. The man who 
followed him ran buek upstairs, 

Imm diately « territic fusillade began. 
knew that the first shot 
would give the general 
alurm. They therefore de- 
termined to terrify the 
people at once by keeping 
up a tremendous fire on 
them.

The robbers 


Ry this time the whole 
town was aroused. ‘The 
banker got his riot gun and 
started for the scene of the 
battle. His dog followed, 
barking, and the bandits 
sent a few bullets in his dl- 
rection. He took refuge 
behind «a shed until the 
robbers’ fire was diverted 
by the appearance of sev- 
eral citizens urmed with 
revolvers on the street at 
another point. 


It was too dark for them 
to see the bandit pickets, 
but they fired in the direc- 
tion of the flashes. This 
drew the fire of the rob- 
bers, who turned their 
Winchesters up the street 
amd blazed away at the 
four men. Bullets spat- 
tered the ground like rain 
drops in an Apri! shower. 

All this time the bandits in the bank were busy bor- 
ing holes in steel doors und applying charges of nitro- 
glycerine. 

At intervals of fouror five minutes a dull boom was 
heard. Tt wasanotherof the tedious series of explo- 
sions. One of the robbers seemed to weaken, “Let's 
getout,” hesaid. “Shutup,’ sud another. “We're 
here to do this job and we’re going to do it.’’ These re- 
marks were plainly heard by the sheriff’s daughter and 
her mother. 

Up the strect the attac- ing party of citizens thought 
that the sheriff was doing the shooting at the corner of 
his hotel, and they took care not to fire in that direc- 
tion. F 


The citizens were afraid to advance in the darkness. 
They waited under cover hoping that the robbers 
would expose themselves, but they did not do so. Then 
the citizens went forth expecting, as they say, to find 
that Bill Moran had chased them awuay. 

To their horror they found him lying on his porch 

- with a hole through his brain. He died two hours later 
without having spoken, 

When daylight came and the robbers had gone the 
citizens m:.de an investigation. The entire bank build- 
ing was wrecked and the thieves had got away with 
$12,000. 

Atter their hard battle in Bronaugh the gang of rob- 
bers apparentiy decided to transfer their fleld of opera 
tions to Ohio, where the «

Ohio, on Oct. 27. ‘There they blew open the bank safe 
and took all the cash. They wok no pains to conceal 
themselves. They met with bat little resistance, 
frightening the cltizeus back into their hous s by a 
fierce use of firearms. 

Only three days later they repeated the same pro- 
gramme only twenty miles southeast of Roundbead, at 
East Liberty, O. This, too, was an easy and profitable 
victory. 

The band otf bank robbers again tacked twenty-five 
nilles northwest, and in the early morning of Nov. 8, 
swooped down upon Jucksou Centre and attacked the 
Farmers aud Merchants’ Bank. 

‘The bank was wrecked with dynamite. The timbers 
were blown through the wiiudows of the buildings op- 
posite. In this case the bauk robbers worked so quick- 
ly that they escape! without firingashot. They took 
and escaped on a hand caron the Ohio Southern Rall- 
way. 

The bandits met with their first set-buck in Ohio at 
the little town of Ashicy, on Nov. 20. ‘This place is 
about twenty five milles east of the other towus where 
the robbers had made their raids. A rich booty was 
«xpected 'n Sperry & Wuaristafl’s bauk. 

A good deal of excitement had been caused through- 
out that part of Ohio by the bank raids of a few weeks 
before. The gang evidently expected to have to make 
afightat Ashley. There were twelve of them in evi- 
dence. Nine stood guard with their guns outside the 
bank to hold the citizens at bay, while the other three 
worked at the safe inside. 

The robbers had stolen a horse and light wagon and a 
double team and surrey from farmers near by, to be 
used in making their escape and carrying their booty. 
The teams were hitched tn frout of the bank. The 
horses finally became ‘mad with fright at the explo- 
sionsand rapid firiugand ran away, demolishing the 
vehicles, 

With their means of escupe cut off, and still unable to 

get at the inner vault, the 

highwuaymen gave up their 
~ desperate game and fied 
across the country on foot, 
They covered their retreat 
by firing voileys of bullets 
and managed to elude 
pursuit. 
_ ‘This repulse caused the 
* robbers to divide up their 
force and change their fied 
of operations. The wext 
“appeurance of part of the 
gung was at Emden, Il, 
on Nov. 28. They met 
with better luck here. 
Two of them succeede:! 
in blowing open the sale 
of the local bank and get- 
ting all the cash, about 
_ $15,000. ‘Those who re- 
mained outside on guard 
this time pursued tactics of 
binding and gagging the 
citize:.s as fast us they up- 
peared on the scene of the 
explosion. 

The robbers sh:owed that 
they were still prepared to 
shoot when an armed con- 
stable came up and at- 
tempted to prevent their 
escape. Hurrying to the railroad, they gota hand car 
aud started toward Bloomington. All trace of them 
was again lost The other part of tle gang was heard 
from at Seville, in the northern part of Ohio, on the 
night of Dec. 10. 

The repeated explosions aroused the town and the 
fire bell was rung. ‘The six robbers, having filled their 
pockets with money, formed aline and, shouting and 
firing, fought their way out of town. They seized a hand 
car ut a railroad section house and whirled away rapidly 
to the south. ‘ 

Four days later the gaug was again heard from at 
Shanesville, O., only thirty-five miles south of their 
previous exploit. Some went to work on John Doer- 
schuck’s bank with drills and dyuamite, while the oth- 
ers kept the townspeople dodging bullets. 

The robbers cleaned out the bank, then backed 
through the streets firing revolvers at their pursuers. 
A-<ain the bandits escaped on a hand car. One of their 
number was wounded.” 

Three days later, on Dec. 17, they turned up in Hope, 
Ind., and looted Kennedy’s bank of $15,000. A posse 
ot citizens started on their trail, but soon all traces of 
tie robbers were lost.

Then, having the freedom of the town, they 
took their ime in entering and blowing open the sates 
of Blodgett Bros. & Cu.’s bank. ‘This time a posse with 
bloedhounds started on their trail, But these up-to-date 
robbers, who travel on fast express trains, leave nu 
scent for hounds, 

On Dec. 21, at Osgood, [nd., part of the gang stopped 
on thelr Way south, securing $14,000 by blowing open 
the safe in the office of Woddile & Fitch. large railroad 
contractors, who have more casi: the 
local banks. 

Dec. 22, by a quick trip across the Stcte of Kentucky 
the cracksmen made a hau! of $13,000 from the Coffee 
County Bank at Manchester, Tenn. [na running fight 
with officers one of the robbers was wounded and cap- 
tured. He udmitted that he was a meniber ot a promi- 
vent Ohio family, but refused to tell anything of this 
notorious gang of robbers to which he belongs. 

The other small party Into which the band of bank 
robbers broke up three weeks before, uppeared at Mad- 
ison, O., on Dec, Z1,and cracked the safe of the Madison

Bank. A minister led the attacking party, and with a 
furious revolver tusiiade drove off the bank robbers be- 
fore they could get at the bank's money drawer. 

By an express train westward the bank burglars ar- 
rived m Holton City, Ill.,on Dec. 22, and broke into 
the City Bank. The robbers fougit a flerce battle with 
citizens and escaned.

Fought a Posse Until He Was 
Mortally Wounded. 


WAS A BAD MAN WITH A GUN, 


He Started the Battle Which Ended 
When Three Were Dead.

Three men were killed at Abbeville, 8. ©., the other 
night, and one of them was the sheriff of the county. It 
was about 10 o’clock in the evening and several men 
were playing # social game of cards iu the office of the 
principal hotel. Oune of the players was William Kyle, 
of Ludlow, Muss., who had been superintendinug the 
building of a cotton mill at Abbeville, and who was to 
have left for hume the nextday. Johu Densby, ano- 
torious gambler, who had killed several men und was 
recently tried and acquitted for the murder of a negro, 
went into the room and began cursing Kyle. Deusby 
was drinking, and is suid to huve quarreled with the 
Massachusetts man some «lays previous. He applied a 
vile epithet to Kyle. The latter got up and remon- 
strated, but made no show of violence. Densby drew a 
torty-five-caliber army revolver. A bystander caugi.t 
his right arm. Densby shifted the pistol to the left hand 
and shot Kyle through the abdomen. 

The murderer then backed out of the room, declaring 
be would shoot any one attempting to follow him. He 
went to the house of his father-in-law. Two policemen 
pursued him, but he stood them oif and threatened to 
kill them if they advanced, ‘The policemen dodged into 
a nearby house and .ielephoned for assistance, and 
Sheriff R. L. Kennedy with several citizens responded. 
The sheriff had taken his office about two weeks before. 
He surrounded the bouse, the policemen guarding the 
windows while he went to the front 
upon Densby to surrender. The desperado opened the 
door, came out and closed it, Then saying, “Well, we 
will all die together,” he began shooting, the sheriff's 
party responding promptly. Both Kennedy and Denusby 
emptied their pistols. 

The sheriff was struck near the heart and 
sence a bullet through Densby’s chest, Another bullet 
struck Densby in the leg. The sheriff fell on the spot, 
but Densby walked fifty yards aud had relonded his 
pistol when policemen seized and handcuffed him. He 
did not speak after being shot, and died inan hour, The 
sheriff lived but a few minutes, and Kyle died the fol- 
lowing afternoon, Densby leaves « wife and one child. 
He was for several years United States Deputy Mur- 
shal, was a noted gambler, and had been the terror of 
the town for years. ‘The slheriffalso leaves a wife and 
one child. Kyle was aun unmarried man, forty years 
old.

Old Styles Which Have Been Superseded---Champions All Have Their Own 
Peculiarities---McCoy on Infighting. 


(Series No, 4.) 
(WRITTEN SPECIALLY FOR THK PoLIce GAZETTE.) 


Having exhausted the subject of right and left hand 
leads, feints, side-stepping, etc., we come to the import- 
aut feature of guarding und delivering counter hlows. 
In conquering your opponent one must have acquired 
coolness and that divining sense which enables you to 
almost anticipate what your opponent is going todo 
next and while intending tothwart it deliver an effec- 
tive blow at the same time. 

There are, perhaps, few blows more unpleasantly 
startling than a good left-hand counter which meets 
you full face. It opens a spacious firmament to the be 
wildered eyes, wherein you discover more new planets 
inasecond than the most distinguished astronomer 
ever observed inalife time. As youradversary leads 
off at your head with his left hand, duck to the right so 
as to allow his blow to p..ss over your left shoulder; 
step inabout twelve inches and strike out at his face. 
The right foot stiould not be moved. Here both men 
have, a8 it happens, made use of the same stratagen; 
in Comm quence of whieh both lett arn.s have pa-sed 
hurmilessly over each other's leit shoulder, 

A lett band counter on the head and guard consists 
simply in guarding »our oppovent’s lead off instend of 
ducking to uvoid. You step in and hit out as betore. 

A right-liand cross counter is the most severe blow 
dealt in sparring, As your opponent 
leads off at your head with his left hand, step In about 
tuelve inches, duc.ing tothe lett, at the same time 
$ ooting your right hand across his left arm and shoul 
der, ‘The blow should be aimed either atthe angie of 
the jaw ore in, aul the paior of the hand should be 
halfturned duw . L t both feet be turned slightly to 
the left, us by these means the right side is brought tor- 
ward and greater force given to the blow, As the coun- 
ter is delivered draw the left hand back to position, 
then, should a second blow be necessary, before 
gelling away you can deliver it, 

To stop for right-lhumd counter, while anticipating 
your advergary’s mtention, hit him full in the face with 
the left hand before he ducks; or, lustead of striking at 
his tace, deliver the blow on the right side of his chest 
near to the shoulder, and lis right hand will be efleciu- 
ally stopped, 

For another stop for rmght-hand eross counter, you 
lead off with your left, dropping the head well forward, 
80 that at the end of the movement your left ear will be 
touching the luside of your upper arm) when the angle 
ot yourjaw and chin will be completely covered by 
your shoulder; Body blows with lett or right hand will 
act as stops forall right-hand hits at the head, 

For a right-hand counter on the body duck to the left 
in order to avoid your Oppunent’s lead off, and strike 
out with the right hand at a point a little below the 
heart, The left hand should be drawn back, Tn all 
othr particulars this blow represents the preceding. 
For this and the left-hand counter, it will be well to 
study the right and lett-hand body blows, for, with the 
exception of the circumstances under which they are 
delivered, and the difference in the distance of the ad- 
vance made, the blows ure the same, 

A lelt-band uppercut, which in reality is a counter, 
should be given when a man is leading off at your head 
with his left hand hoids his head down. Guard your 
tuce with the right arm, step in about t velve inches, 
and hit upwards with the left, The arm should be bent 
and elbow turned down. ‘The force of the blow must 
come in « great measure from the body. 

To draw and stop for a left-land uppercut you feint a 
lead off at your opponent’s face with your head down, 
then duck to the right and give the left-hand body 
blow. 

A right-hand uppercut is similar to and delivered un- 
der tie same circumstances as the left-hand uppercut, 
In delivering it the head should be slightly bent to the 
lett. Fora draw and stop for right-hand uppercut you 
feint with the head as if it were your intention to lead 
off with it down, then throw the head back and lead off 
at your adversary’s face with the left hand. 

Avother draw and stop for right-hand uppercut is 
mude by feinting a lead off at your opponent's face with 
your lett hand, then duck to the left aud put iv the 
Never drop your hands, how- 
ever, until out of distance. 

‘Yo prevent your autagonist from hitting after you 
have led off and passed over his left shoulder, bend the 
elbow quickly, place forearm: against his throat 
and thrust his head back. Grasp his left shoulder with 
your left hand and seize his lett elbow with your right 
hand. This will effectually stop him from hitting you. 

This brings us now up to the question of how to fight 
ut close quarters in «& manner most effective. At 
this kind of work ‘Kid’ McCoy claims the dis- 
tinction of being the most marvelously expert man in 
the ring to-day.

elbows out and the gloves nearly together, swing slow- 
ly to und fro across his body. 

Ilis whole body moves with the hand, as if about to 
rush. The feet make moves that further this impres- 
sion, aud the man before him usually leads to nip mat- 
tersinthebud, But the *Kid’’ has only been feintiug 
for that lead, and as it comes he slips past and into close 
quarters. 

‘Then McCoy demonstrates what is possible in such a 
position. Heistooclose to do damage, it seems, but 
McCoy has figured this and knows better. His arms 
are not in position to protect him, but drawn back at 
the sides, 

One suddenly blotks like a flash, and the other rips 
intothe man’s body. ‘Thev, with the speed of light- 
ning, it bangs Into the face. The block is abandoned 
aud the other band jolts the body and then the jaw. It 
is ull done in a second. 

‘The spectator gets a contusing glimpse of two arms 
workirg like a runaway rock drill, and McCoy is again 
moving easily about with hishalf-bent arms swinging 
before him. His opponent, confused and angry at this 
unexpected behavior, rushes at the “Kid” hike a mad 
bull, Butthe “Kid” is away like a shadow, and the 
angry opponeut finds nothing in the place McCoy oc- 
cupied, If the man rushes again McCoy breaks ground 
or blocks. When he has his man quiet he begins his 
work over. He does not take chances. An angry maa 
is liable to do awkward things, and a clever boxer can 
be hurt by awkwardness more than by cleverness. 
McCoy will meet rushes if he sees a chance to land 
something good, but he favors doing the rushing him- 
self or else going to close quarters when his man leads. 

That his feet are wondertully well trained goes with- 
out saying. His feet are what gethim him to his man 
and oftentimes take him out of dangerous spots. Like 
Tommy Ryan, Lis rush isa zigzag performance, which 
often makes his opponent hit at nothing. 

He can confuse a man without a movement of the 
hands, his body and legs taking him in and out until 
the man is certain the rush is coming. It is then the 
hands come into play, confusion and disaster 
follow. 

McCoy often goes to close quarters and out again 
without striking a blow. Itis a sort of reconnoiter. 
He goes in to look things over and see what the man 
does with his hands under the circumstances. 

Having learned, he goes back with a perfect knowl- 
edge of his work, and a dazing jolt on the jaw ora nip 
in the face tells the story of wliat McCoy learned on the 
first visit, the friendly call.

Oscar Gardner, the “Omaha Kid,” met his Waterloo 
when he fought Tim Callahan, of P..iladelphia, at the 
Isoteric Club, Boston, on January 7. ‘The men were 
matched for fifteen-rounds, but the “Omaha Kid” was 
knocked out after two minutes aud ten 8 conds In the 
final round. 

Callahan forced the fighting from the start, and what 
was most surprising to the 3,000 spectators was the 
fact that Garduer lasted as longas he did. He wasa 
tuvorite in the betting before the fight, but Callahan 
held him safe trom the call of time. 

Up to the ninth round Garduer was in no immediate 
danger. After that, however, the Philadelphiau began 
to press Gardner hard. In the ninth he landed several 
hard uppercuts that must have apprised the “Omaha 
Kid” of what was coming later on. Callahan was the re- 
cipientofahard smash on the jaw at the close of this 
round, but it only made lim salle. 

Gardner sent in afew tantalizing lefts to the fuce at 
Opening of the tenth, butin return Callaban walloped 
Gardner on the neck with a right that sent him reeling 
against the ropes. He continued to pound Gardner's 
head and body, taking very little punishment iu return. 
Gardner did get iad a few seconds before the bell and 
landed a left on the Jaw that made his admirers look 
hopeful. 

The eleventh round opened with a flerce mixup, both 
men landing hard repeatedly. Callahan, however, got 
the upper hand near the close. He hammered the jaw 
aud stomach several times and Gardner appeared very 
tire! at the bell. 

The twelfth round wasallin favor of Callahan. A

Oue of the best supplemenis ever given away with 
the PoLICk GazerteE is that of C. J. Hamilin'’s famous 
troting ¢horse The Abbot, driven by Ed. Geers, the 
tumous reinaman, which accompanies this issue, and 
will be a notable addition to the collection of famous 
sporting Celebrities which are now in the possession of 
our regular readers. 

The most remarkable performance of this holder of 
the workd’s trotting record (2:03%) was accomplished 
over the four-ornered track at Terre Huute, Ind., on 
Sept. 26,1900. This is the fastest mile by a trotter 
and lowers by half a secoud the previous record, mude 
by the sweet little mure Alix, over the course at Gales- 
burg, Ill., just six years ago. 

The Abbot isa bay in color, with white on bis left 
hind foot, stands 15 hands 14g Inches high, and while 
not what one would calla handsome horse, yet he is 
well fiuished and gives one the limpression that he has 
great speed capacity, deep down through the beart, 
chest protruding wel) beyond the shoulders, denoting 
plenty of breathing space; in fact, all the necessary 
requisites that go toward making and sustaluing ex- 
treme speed, 

The Abbot was bred at the long since famous Village 
Farm at East Aurora, a small town on the outskirts of 
Buffalo, and was foaled July 20,1893. His sire is 
Chimes, which got a record of 2:03% us « three year 
old to the old fashioned high wheel sulky. Chimes is 
asonof Electioneer, from whose loins many cham- 
pions have sprung, and was foaled in 1884. 

That the Abbot co.nes by his speed through inheri- 
tance there can be no question, as his sire showed sen- 
sational speed when young, and no doubt had he been 
trained with that end in view could have taken a very 
fust record, 

The Abbot's turf carver began when he was four 
years ol}, 1897, and the first time he heurd the bell 
ring was in the historic Merchants’ and Manufacturers’ 
stake at Detroit. Inthe first heat, which was wou by 
Ontario in 2:11, he finished fifteenth; but Ed Geers, 
who was driving him, started out for the second heat, 
which The Abbotwon in 2:11%. Hestarted in nine 
Other races that season, six of which he wou, was un- 
placed once and distanced twice, though he wou heats 
In these two races. He retired thatyear with a mark 
of 2:11, 

The next year The Abbot was a contestant in ten 
races, again wou six of them,was second twice anid 
third in the other two, He had to step faster thut sen- 
son, and in all he won twelve heats in 2:10 or better, 
and retired to winter quarters with a record of 2:08, 
the.best then fora five-year-old gelding. 

Inn 1899 he uiso sturted ten times, wou every race, 
and trotted twenty-nine heats, the fastest being 1:06%%, 
and the slowest 2:10%4, a showing that hus never been 
equalied in the annals of the turf. 

There being no class tor him to race the present sea- 
son, Mr. Hamlin resolved to start him against the 
watch. His first start was at Detroit, Mich., July 19, 
where he made an attempt to lower his record of 
2:06%, but was unsuccessful, trouing in 2:07. He 
was not started again until the meeting at Readville, 
where on Aug. 22 he trotted a mile in 2:056%. At 
Providence eicht duys later he cut his record to 2:04%. 
At Hartford he wus sturted to beat the wagon record of 
200%, which he pliced at 2:05%, and on the thir- 
teenth of the past month he trotted a mile in 2°04 over 
the Empire City track at New York, which was then 
the fastest mile ever trotted by an unsexed horse. 

The Abbot does lis fastest work in the middlé half— 
that is from the quarter to the three-quarter—which is 
almost straightaway,and in his miles in 2:04 and 
2:03% the middie half was covered in one minute flat, 
the fastest half mile ever trotted, 

By the way of comparison isappended the fractional 
time, by quarters, of Alix’s time in 2:03%, and The 
Abbot's of 2:03%%.

An Offer of $7,000 to Fight in San Francisco, and After That Pay a Visit to 
London---Gossip and Small Talk.

Jim Jeffries and Gus Rauhlin, who are 
matched to fight twenty rounds at Cincinnati on Feb- 
ruary 16 for the title ofchampion of the world, have 
begun active preparations tor the big event. ‘They both 
entered upon a course of training on January 7, Jeftries 
at the old training quartersat Loch Arbor, N. J., and 
Rublin at Bath Beuch. One day's experience was 
sufhclent to convince the big fellows, bowever, that the 
Climatic conditions neur the ocean were not conducive 
to the best possible results for a ighter preparing fora 
battle. In consequence Rullin, who had planed to 
remain at Bath Beach until ten days before the fight, 
changed his mind and left for Covington, Ky., on 
Sunday. 

Jeftivies’ experience with the seashore winds at Loch 
Arbor cOtivinced him thata warmer climate would be 
more dewrabie aid he will move to West Baden, Ind., 
within a few days if the cold weather continues. Jeff- 
ries arose at eight o’clock in the morning, intending to 
take his preliminary exercise. Tne cold piercing wind 
outside caused the champion to change his programme 
aud dropinto a comfortable arm chairiu frout of a 
stove. In the afternoon he took a spin on the road. 

Speaking of bis health Jeffries sald that it was all that 
could be desired and he was never really so unxious to 
truin bard for a battle. He said he weighed 230 
pounds in fighting costume and polnted to this fact as 
an indication of his good condition at the present time. 

“The weather down here does not suit me atail,” 
said the champion; “there is too much wind and the 
cold is intense. I amafraid iff remain here any length 
of time I will catch a cold, which would greatly inter- 
fere with my chances with Rubhlin. If this cold weather 
continues T will go to West Baden, Ind. I have noti- 
fied iny manager, William A. Brady, that I would pre- 
ferto tral at West Baden.” 

Notwithstandiug the fuct that the cold weather at 
Dyker Heights is not to his liking, Ruhlin did some 
ligt work pelor tohisdeparture, He took a runon 
the road, after which he received a good hard rub down, 
He ulso punc.wed the bag for half an hour, and exer- 
cised with the medicine ball and wrist machine. The 
“Akron Giant” said that he thinks he can obtain better 
results by trainiug in Kentucky than off Gravesend 
Bay. 

‘The climate is milder in Covington,” said Rulhilin, 
“and I wit be able to do more satistactory work there. 
This fight means a whole lotto me, and I don’t pro- 
pose to take any chances of being incapucitated by an 
attack of influenza or pneumonia. I am thoroughly 
confident of beating Jeffries und expect to win inside 
the limit.” 

Billy Bradg, who will represent the Sangerfest Com- 
mittee ki the Management of the affair, went to Cin- 
cinnaté last week to louk over the situation and when 
he returned to New York, said: 

“] see no reason why the fight should not take place. 
It is not aprize fight, as generally understood by the 
uninitiated, but a scientific boxing contest between two 
big, husky men who will be trained down to the hour, 
and tn no seuse a brutal affair. If it should turn out to 
be brutal I would be the first one to stop it at the ring- 
side. I amas much opposed to boys and untrained 
men fighting asany One and never have promoted a 
battle of that kind. If I cannot convince an unpre}- 
udiced committee that Iam right I im willing to call 
the fight off.”’ 

There is very little likelihood of this expedient being 
resorted to, however, for the little opposition which 
was Originally inspired has about died away and the 
business men of Cincinnati have begun to realize that 
the affair will bring a great number of people to the 
city and be of considerable benefit to them. 

~ 

The most interesting doings in pugilism 
nowadays concerns Terry McGovern. ‘That estimable 
little gentleman is attracting more attention than Jet- 
tries, Ruhlin, Sharkey and the whole constellation of 
pugilistic lights put together; and no wonder, for his 
career has been a marvelously successful one, without 
a single scandalous episode to biur his record. He came 
out of the Gaus affair with flying colors, and whatever 
reflections involved that scandalous episode, nothing 
but credit and praise was bestowed upon him for refus- 
ing to be a party to any ulterior proceeding. We were 
iu hopes that he would be matched to figiit Ben Jordan, 
and by defeating him annex the title of featherweight 
champion of the world to that of champion of America, 
which he vow holds, but Jordan, with rare judgment 
and discrimination, refuses to meet the “‘Jitthe giant” 
auywhere else butin England, and Terry's interests in 
this country are 80 vastly prosperous just now that he 
cannot be blamed for refusing to leave them for a trip 


abroad, especially when the inducements are not 
nearly as good as those which are offered Jordan to 
come here. 

McGovern’s next battle will probably take place in 
San Francisco, Jim Kennedy, who s been offered 
control of fisuc affairs in the Golden etropolis, 
having offered $7,000 fora fight bet. v« MeGovern 
and an unnamed man, to come off fh | Frise May

“T think Kennedy's offer far better than the foreign 
proposition,’ said he, “‘and will accept it. The Loudon 
deal is then officially deciared off, but if the matier can 
subsequently be arranged I am willing to close my 
theatrical engagement with Terry in April, fight in 
fan Francisco in May and go overand whip the Eng- 
lishman on June 6, the original date. As it is, however, 
we preter the big money In ’ Frisco.

“As to Jordan, we will further say that we are ready

morality and degeneracy must prevail. Anything at 
al) that is « factor in this line is better than the religious 
habit of mortifying the flesh aud degrading the body. 
I do not approve of the bare fist contest, but certainly 
do of the glove combat. 

“AS inen are taught to use use the natural weapons 
of defense they will ceuse to defend themselves with 
pistois aud knives. Courage will take the place of 
cowardice and fear. If the clergy were given entire 
control of the games, pleasures and exercises of youth, 
a religious efleminacygwould prevail that would soon 
make us a race of degenerates.” 

Ifa tew men of standing in every community having 
the courage of their convictions tu say what they really 
kuow to be true about boxing as well as every other 
form of physical exercise, there would be a less general 
condemnation on the part of people who know nothing 
about it. But physicians, as a rule, are too much inter- 
ested in catering to dawdling women and effeminate 
menu whoure more profitable to them than the lusty 
men of science and muscle whose development they 
seek to discourage.

Sharkey re- 
fused at first on the plea that his reputation was at 
stake If he entered Into a match witha fighter who had 
been accused of being « party to a fake, A lucrative 
offer from Manager Keunedy, however, induced Shar- 
key to change his mind. 

This will be the second meeting between these two 
men. ‘The last time they faced each other McCoy was 
practically a middleweight.

NEW JERSEY WON ODD FIGHT 


Long Island Showed a Choice Assortment 
of Fighting Birds.

Some particularly interesting cock fights were witnessed by « 
party of New York and Long Island sporting men who journeyed to 
& well known cook pit near Rockaway leach on New Year's Day. 


; It was a main of the old-fashioned sort participated in by birds 


representing New York and New Jersey tu an inter-state maich, 
and the betting on cach fightand on the malu aggregated many 
th ds of doll All the birds had beeuw carefully selected aid 
prepared for the cocasion aud as they ali fell in at the weights and 
were well hed (he was close and uncertain. In all 
eleven battles were fought of §25 on each batile and §600 on the 
main. The promoters of the affair had all they could do to keep 
the enthusiastic throng of sports quiet as the game progressed, aud 
the Society for the Prevention of Cruelty w Auimals would have 
given alarge check for a flash light pleture of that democratic 
assemblage. Oue well known New York banker, who was a heavy 
loser, was sented at the side of a regged, unkempt «p cimen of 
humanity, who drove the farmer's wagou lu which the birds were 
brought to the pit. 

The main began shortly after midnight with a battle between a 
Jersey pyle and Long Island Dominicy. The Jersey bird was the 
faster and also the showiler of the two, but the Loug Islander was 
Gp to suuffand he drove bis gaff! home, killing his opponent ia 
three minutes, eleven and one-half seu suds. 

Jersey wou the next battle, a red Dominick whipping a Long 
Island pyle in just four minutes aud thirty-two seconds, after one 
of the longest fights of the main. Just here it was “ereh money 
and take your ;ick,”’ and one enterprising bookmaker who had a 











round book on the game, made enough money to stave off starvation 


for the rest of the winter. 

Inu the third battle of the main a red pyle pitied against a dark 
dun colored rooster from Long Island, the latter dying with the 
gaff clean through his head ju one minute and seveniecen secouds, 
Loug Island birds won the next two battles, showing up « 
couple of Domiuicks that disposed of the Jersey pyles in short 
order. though there were a couple of good fights in each. 
Time, forty-three sccouds, and two minutes eleven seconds, 
respectively. 

Then Jersey showed up two fine specimens in the «hape of finely 
marked Dominicks for the next two batties, which were wou by the 
birds from across the Hudson. Long Island's next bird, a beautiful 
pyle, chock full of fight, did up his opponent pyle in just three 
minutes eleven secondsin the next fight, aud the work of the birds 
was almost perfect. ’ 

The following contest was a pretty fight. Jersey's Dominick 
went for his Loug Isiaud opponent, a splendid speciwen of pyle, 
with head down and gy ffs ready for iustaut work. The pyle won in 
one minute fifty-four and one-quarter seconds, Then Jersey 
showed up & Dominick that killed his opponent iu short order, a 
Domiuick being also put in the pit by the Islanders. It was even 
up for a few secouds, then the gaff was driven home through the 
Istand bird's heart, and the battle was Jersey's in one miuute 
fort) -two sesonds. 

Then came the deciding battie of the main, Jersey showed up 
Hans, the bird that won the shortest battie of the main, and « fine 
specimen of n Dumiuiok. It was the fastest fight of the night and 
was wou by the Jersey bird, though he was all but dead. Later 
the Jersey bird died in his owver's hands frum the effects of the 
fight. 

This gave the fight and main to Jersey, and the stakes and many 
bets went accordingly. The final tally stood: New Jersey wou six 
battles, lost five; Long Island won five battles, lost six. 

The Long Islanders accepted their defeat with good grace and 
forthwith made a return match to be decided near Trenton, N. J., 
within thirty days.

New Year's Day was celebrated in Hartford, Conu., by « boxing 
carnival in which two knockouts were scored. Jack Hamilton, of 
Troy, knocked out Arthur Jones, of Washington, iu the Ofth round 
of their bout. The men were scheduled to go twenty rounds at 
catch weights. 

The showlug made by Jones was a surprise; af.er doing clever 
work for three rounds he apparently quit and let Hamilton do all 
the leading.

ANOTHER TURK WRESTLER. 
Martin Julian Imports One to Test the Skill of 
Local Champions.
